Hr Richard E. Long was interviewed at his office on December 
•aO 1976 by James R. Kieckhefer. Mr. Long was the Headquarter a 
Supervisor for the MURKxH, investigation in 1968, pperating frc= the 
Civil Rights Unit of the General Investigative Division. Mr. Lor* • 
is presently Assistant Director of the Finance and Personnel Division
